It was the belief of the council 
last night that horse back riders 
have caused but very little of 
the dust, the principal source of 
the trouble being the teams and 
wagons.

Placing 
of these posts will be such as to 
permit horsemen to continue to 
use the parkway but to prohibit 
teams from passing up and down 
the dirt lane.
